• Transport your bike between 
Oculus levels via stairs or 
elevators.  

• Do not ride or carry your bike, 
scooters, or other personal 
transport devices on escalators.

The World Trade Center is home to 
a number of properties and transit 
stations with their own bike rules.

• World Trade Center employees 
and tenants should check with 
their building management for 
bike storage arrangements. 

• Customers with bikes traveling 
through adjacent properties or 
via transit should follow the rules 
and regulations of the respective 
property or transit operator.
